The President wasn’t say ing the Rep u blicans are 
on the rop es, mu ch less ou t of the ring entirely . 
Bu t his p ictu re of a g lu m GOP in need of more 
backbone was in sharp contrast to the p ictu re Stev e 
Mitchell was p ainting of the Democrats in Washing ­ 
ton. 
Mitchell said v ictory is “ within ou r g rasp ” Bu t the 
Democrats can still boot the election, he said, by 
relax ing too soon. 
“ I am deep ly distu rbed,” he went on, “ by rep orts 
of v oter ap athy and Democratic comp lacency . The 
two tog ether cou ld sp ell v ictory for the Rep u blicans.” 
This is something new for the Democrats. They 
hav en’t been trou bled by ov erconfidence since the 
first two Franklin D. Roosev elt term s. The Rep u b­ 
licans seemed to hav e established a monop oly in 
ov erconfidence in 19 48 —to their bitter reg ret, since 
the Democrats beat them. 
It wasn’t ju st hap p enstance, by the way , 
tha t Ei­ 
senhower p icked New York as the 
pla ce to sta rt 
camp aig ning in earnest That’s a sta te bo th pa rties 
are determined to cap tu re—not only for its stake 
in his election, bu t becau se of 1956 p residential 
p olitics too.
